The newly amended claim 6 would raise new 1 12 First and Second Paragraph issues with respect to the definition of hvperpolvmeric 
hemoglobin molecules with a size and a weight which are several hundred times of a size and weigh of quaternary hvperpolvmeric 
hemoglobin molecules. Applicants have also stated that neither of the references ofPtozchke et al or Bonhard et al. "make any 
reference to crossiinked hvpermpolvmeric hemoglobin molecules". However, the reference ofPotzschke et ai clearly makes reference 
to crosslinked hyperpolvmers in Materials and Methods (page 289).
